there was a great deal of bal- 
lyhoo about beginning a meth- 
adone maintenance program at 
the hospital. However, officials 
at the North Little Rock facility 
have decided not to implement 
the program. 


Dr. Henry L. lambert, chief 


of staff at the hospital, said the 
methadone system is mainly 
used to withdraw heroin ad- 
dicts. 


"We elected not to go the 


Methadone maintenance route, 
because we didn't feel that her- 
oin was a major problem in the 
Little Rock and North Little 
Rock area," Lambert said. 


Lambert and Dr. Harvel Har- 


rison, chief of psychiatry, feel 
that their 
hospital does not 


draw the hardened narcotics 
addicts such as in metropolitan 
areas like New York, Chicago, or 
San Francisco. 


Lambert said the majority of 


their 
patients 
began 
ex- 


perimenting with drugs in Viet- 
nam, where the drugs are 90 to 
05 per cent pure and very easy 
and cheap to get. 


He said many soldiers be- 


come involved with drugs out 
of curosity or boredom. 


Harrison said a lot of return- 


ing Vietnam War Veterans used 
drugs beiare going into the 
service. He said others turn to 
drugs because of the "stresses 
of Vietnam." 


Iximbert said the trend is to 


use drugs in the Vietnam War. 


"In the first war where alco- 


hol was used, soldiers liberated 
win cellars' different modes,' 
he said. 


Both men see using meth- 


adone maintenance as some- 
what of a last-ditch effort to 
save a drug addict. 


Since methadone is a man- 


made drug producing euphoria 
similar to that of heroin, it is 
simply replacing one drug with 
another, they explained. 


Like in the song Elinore Rig- 


by: "No one was saved." 


Under the methadone pro- 


gram, the process is a daily 
one. 
The drug addict must 


come to the hospital to get his 
dailv dosage administered by 


personnel and get periodic, ran- 
dom urine samples to insure 
that the addict is not taking 
any other form of drug in addi- 
tion. 


There have been cases in oth- 


er cities, the doctors said, 
where persons other than the 
patients have taken a single 
dose of mathadone either by 
mistake or for a kick and have 
died. 


However, both men said that 


the methadone maintenance 
can be used in withdrawal. 


The physical withdrawl can 


take anywhere from six to 12 
hours or three or four days. 
From then on, Lambert said, 
the mental craving continues 
one for two weeks or more. 


In the drug addiction unit, 


the patients are treated much 
like the alcoholics in an adjoin- 
ing wing. 


"Alcohol is the mostly widely 


abused drug," Lambert said. 


The patients are placed in a 


detoxifying unit for about seven 
days and then are transferred 
to another ward. 


During the day, the patnets 


attend classes, take physical 
therapy and talk to staff work- 
ers 


At least one, the patient ap- 


pears before the entire staff 
during a staff meeting. From 
that point on, he goes through a 
series of sessions with 
staff 


members and attends "rap" 
sessions with other addicts, 
supervised 
by 
hospital 


personnel

Army Manpower Pinch

WASHINGTON 'AP) - A se- 


vere manpower pinch is pre- 
venting the Army from bring- 
ing 
its 
U.S.-based 
divisions 


back to full combat readiness, 
officials report. 


This means that only one 


such division, the 82nd Air- 
borne, is in shape to deploy on 
short notice in an emergency. 


In effect, the readiness of di- 


visions forming the home-based 
Strategic Army Force (STRAP) 
has not improved appreciably 
in the past year, despite in- 
fusion of new equipment. 


Last winter, Gen. William C. 


Westmoreland, Army chief of 
staff, told Congress he was con- 
cerned about the inadequate 
readiness of STRAF units. Ap- 
pearing 
recently 
before 
the 


same 
congressional com- 


mittees, Westmoreland said: "I 
must tell you that this condition 
continues." 


The Army chief blamed "a 


shortage of trained personnel 
and the severe reduction in 
strength we are undergoing." 


Because 
of 
congressional 


budget cuts coupled with higher 
military pay, the Army was or- 
dered to slash its rolls by more 
than 260,000 men this year. 
That will lower Army strength 
to about 
860,000 men, with 


small additional cuts due next 


year. 


All Army divisions, except 


those involved in Vietnam fight- 
ing were weakened during the 
war years as men and material 
were 
funneled 
to 
Southeast 


Asia. 


Now that the United States 


has pulled most of its ground- 
combat forces out of Vietnam, 
top priority has been assigned 
to 
overcoming 
shortages 
in 


technical skills and some offi- 
cer ranks in the five Army divi- 
sions defending Western 
Eu- 


rope. 


The only other Army division 


overseas is the 2nd Infantry, 
stationed in South Korea. 


The remaining seven Army 


divisions, one of them net yet 
formed, are assigned to the 
continental United States and 
Hawaii. 


Asked about the condition of 


the division in the home-based 
force, the Army said the 82nd 
Airborne at FVT. Bragg, N.C., is 
in "a fully combat-ready stat- 
us." The 82nd is the only whol- 
ly-paratrooper division left in 
the Army and is suited to swift 
movement overseas. 


The Army provided no details 


on the other divisions, but it is 
known that several of them 
would require 
reinforcement, 


perhaps by National Guard and 
Reserve units, in order to be 
deployed in a crisis. 


POWs Doubt China 
Trip Will Help 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


U.S. prisoners of war in Hanoi 
have been quoted as saying 
they have little hope that Presi- 
dent Nixon's eight-point peace 
plan and China trip will lead to 
their release. 


Nor do they believe that Nix- 


on's steps are likely to bring 
peace. 


The statements were attribut- 


ed to Navy Lt. Cmdr. David 
Wesley Hoffman of San Diego 
and Cmdr. Walter Eugene Wil- 
ber of Columbia Crossroads, 
Pa. 


Dr. George Wald, a Nobel- 


Prize-winning biologist, said the 
officers expressed those views 
in a tape-recorded 
interview 


with him last Feb. 19 during his 
visit to Hanoi. 


"Of course, a presidential 


visit to Peking doesn't look like 
it's any way to stop the war," 
Wilber said in the interview. 
"It looks like a spectacular 
move to increase his prestige 
for the American people, for 
the presidential election." 


Wald asked Wilber if he knew 


of Nixon's latest peace propos- 
al. 


"Yes, I've heard about that," 


replied Wilber, a prisoner since 
1968. "Here again the wording 
in 
the 
eight-point 
program 


doesn't look sincere to me. It 
looks like it misses the point- 
to end the war is not in there." 


Hoffman, who was shot down 


last Dec. 30, said of the Nixon 
plan, "I don't have the full de- 
tails of all the points. The pro- 
posal is on the surface pretty 


good, 
but 
when does 
this 


'agreement' start and when 
does the withdrawal begin?" 


Wald answered that Nixon's 


plan calls for withdrawal to be 
complete six months after an 
agreement is reached but he 
said that completing the agree- 
ment "could take years." 


"I don't see how," injected 


Hoffman. "I'm sorry to inter- 
rupt—how could it take years 
because I frankly don't see how 
Mr. Nixon can be re-elected un- 
less something is done ...." 


To Wald's statement 
that 


agreement 
could take years, 


Wilber replied: 


"And that's the part which 


from a prisoner's point looks 
depressing. However, we real- 
ize there 
is progress being 


made, that there is more pres- 
sure being put on through the 
Congress and various things." 


Hoffman added, "I think the 


biggest thing that our attention 
is centered on is the political 
campaign that is coming up."

The 
third member of the crew, 
stewardess Sandy Segir, was 
one of the 33 persons admitted 
to hospitals. Mrs. Rosen and 
her sons also were admitted. 


Also killed was Peter Sur- 


gent, who lived with his wife in 
an apartment on the second 
floor of the Rosen home. The 
raised-ranch house sat along a 
tree-lined street in a middle- 
class neighborhood. 


"It was fortunate that there 


was no fire and that people 
were

alive," said Thomas O'Leary, a 
Mohawk vice president who 
lives near the Rosens. 


The site is about two miles 


from central Albany and near 
Washington Avenue, a major 
thoroughfare;

Q. Just what is an annual 


report? 


A. This is a report which many 


of 
our 
beneficiaries must 


complete and send to the social 
security office. This report is 
designed to inform us of a 
beneficiary's earned income for 
the most recent year and also to 
advise us of what he expects to 
earn in the current year. In 
addition there are questions on 
specific earnings for each 
month. 


Q. Who has to prepare an 


annual report of earnings. 


A. Any person who has been 


paid some monthly payments 
during the year and whose 
earnings exceeded $1680 must 
make this report. The only ex- 
ception would be for persons 
disabled or those over age 72. 


Q. What is the date the annual 


report of earnings is due? 


A. This report must be 


completed and mailed to the 
social security office on or before 
the 15th day of April. Be sure the 
report is signed 


Q. Is there a penalty for late 


filing of annual reports? 


A. Yes. Reports which are late, 


or not made may subject the 
reporter to a penalty. This 
penalty can be loss of one 
month's payment-subsequent 
omissions of the same type could 
result in a larger penalty.

A. Earned income is generally

Q. Since I file an income tax 


return why do I have to file an 
annual report 
with 
social 


security? 


A. There are a number of 


reasons for this. First: not all 
persons who need to give us this 
report need to make tax returns. 
Second: your IRS return does not 
provide the monthly date we 
need; and. Third: you do not 
have to estimate your income for 
the current year on your tax 
return. 


Q. Will I be notified if I need to 


make an annual report to social 
security? 


A. Not always. In the majority 


of cases our payment centers 
will have cause to believe a 
report is due and will notify you. 
Every year starting in January 
up to April each social security 
office has newspaper articles 
and radio or TV presentations 
advising beneficiaries of the 
necessity of making a report. If 
anyone has a question a 
telephone call or visit to the 
nearest social security office will 
determine if that person needs to 
take further action.

The bridge between the United States and China is be- 


ing rebuilt. After 25 years of separation, hostility and narne- 
calling it appears that the Nixon visit has marked a 
new fra of "contact between these two world powers 
Diplomats already are speaking of Press, s "dent and 
tourist exchange. Trade will not be far behind should 
these areas prove faithful. The world neighborhood is 
upon us. It mixes war and peace, hatred and hope. Right 
now, the signals are hopeful. 


The largest group interested in visiting China may 
haw to wait awhile: Western missionaries The Peoples 
Republic of China has been harsh with the religious 
3?ship that remained in .their land. Christians bore 
the brunt of repression, imprisonment and torture. West- 
ern nX ionanJs were the special target of the victorious 
Communists-although the Red Guards were just as 
scornful of the old-line Buddhists and Confuciamsts a few 
years back. True Marxists have sought to poison he 
well of the religious community everywhere and China 
was no exception. 


The effect of Christianity on China has yet to be 


measured 
All branches of the Christian Church have 


been represented and many point to an underground 
church that has survived the crunch of communism. 
In this country, there are thousands of missionaries who 
are eager to visit China, touching old bases of medical 
and educational work, evangelistic outposts and centers 
of public worship. And of all the groups permitted travel 
visas these old China hands (as they are affectionately 
called by their mission boards) should return with some 
of the most revealing reports imagined. 


First of all, the preachers, pastors, medical tech- 


nicians and educators were closer to the Chinese .com- 
munity than any other group that had worked in China 
They were with the people in city and countryside-they 
ministered to the whole family and were part of the com- 
munity where they served. 


Secondly, they speak the language. These returning 


Western missionaries may have the opportunity oi seek- 
ing out old friends and associates and without the 
interruption of language barrier, explore the world view 
of Chinese people today. 


Thirdly the ecumenical movement had a good start in 


China before the door slammed shut over two decades 
ago Priests from Africa and pastors from Canada and 
doctors from Brazil will represent a world thrift an 
community that need not bear all the wounds oi the 
Sese\merican disruption. Their insights and com- 
mentary will be helpful to what the future holds. 


More than a dozen years ago Arnold Toynbee the Brit- 


ish scholar and historian wondered it even the stein 
measures of communism could break the centuries-old 
Swing of Confucius. This religious-ethical s>;stem ha. 
been around for 2.500 years-will it vanis h a ttei 2D >ea s 
of Mao? Can Marx really top the basic doctnne ot con 
fucius which says: 


"If there be righteousness in the heart, there will oe 
beauty in the character.

J. U., Boston,

writes: I want you to know 
that women are not the only 
victims of wage discrimina- 
tion. I am a man who makes 
less than women, although 
our jobs are the same. Does 
the equal pay law protect 
me? 


Dear J. U.: The Equal 


Pay Act covers workers in 
establishments subject to the 
federal minimum wage law, 
and applies equally to men 
as well as women. Although 
women are primary victims 
of equal pay violations, the 
Wage and Hour Division has 
found some instances where 
men were underpaid. Those 
cases most often involved 
state laws which required 
the payment of overtime on 
a daily basis to women but 
not men. Where applicable, 
the federal law pre-empts 
such state laws. 
* * * 


L. P., Roanoke, Va., asks: 


If the federal minimum wage 
is $1.60 an hour, why are 
waitresses in a nearby res- 
taurant receiving only $1.00 
an hour? 


Dear L. F.: Restaurants, 


cafeterias, and similar eat- 
ing places with sales of less 
than $250,000 a year are not 
required to pay the federal 
minimum wage. There is an 
exemption provision in the 
law for such establishments 
and other small retail stores. 
Restaurants 
grossing $250,- 


000 or more annually (ex- 
clusive 
of certain 
taxes) 


must pay their nonexempt 
employes at least $1.60 per 
hour. Tips retained by an 
employe who regularly re- 
ceives 
more 
than 
$20 a 


month in tips may be used to 
satisfy up to half the mini- 
mum 
wage, 
if 
the 
tips 


amount to that much. The 
rest of the minimum wage 
must be paid in cash or such 
items as meals and lodging.

asks: How do the federal 
minimum wage and over- 
time laws apply to farm 
workers? 


Dear J. H.: At least $1.30 


an hour must be paid to 
workers employed in agri- 
culture by an employer who 
used more than 500 man- 
days of farm labor in any 
calendar quarter of the pre- 
ceding calendar year.

Much 
of the traditional 


thinking 
about retirement 


funds and retirement income 
is all wrong, according to 
pundits 
in the behavioral 


sciences who've been taking 
an interest in the subject 
lately. 


Specifically, they've made 


a plausible case against the 
hallowed 
notion that 
you 


hang onto all the capital you 
can, through the retirement 
years, so that when it's all 
over you can leave the chil- 
dren a nice inheritance. 


A number of psychologists 


believe that even when the 
expected inheritance is mod- 
est, the situation makes for 
unwholesome family relation- 
ships. 
Subconsciously, 
the 


heirs may be waiting for and 
wishing for the old folks to 
die, so the will can be read 
and the loot passed around. 


Other experts in the so- 


ciology of aging maintain 
that the traditional emphasis 
on conserving capital casts 
its pall on the life style of 
the retirees, who may feel 
it's "wrong" to spend for 
their own pleasure and en- 
joyment. Retirees thus tend 
to lead restricted and inac- 
tive lives, they observe, even 
when some of the foregone 
pleasures of life are financi- 
ally feasible. 


Finally, there's the argu- 


ment that the expectation of 
an inheritance may be no

The traditional rule that 


you "never invade princi- 
pal" is partly rooted in the 
economics of an earlier era, 
when support in retirement 
years was dependent entire- 
ly on the individual's re- 
sources, or the family. To- 
day, with basic necessities 
covered by Social Security 
and Medicare, experts in the 
economics 
of family l i f e 


point out, it's feasible to pro- 
gram a gradual spending of 
a p o r t i o n of retirement 
funds. 


After the age 65 or 70, it's 


suggested, a sizable part of 
the capital accumulated for 
retirement can be allocated 
for periodic liquidation, on a 
time schedule geared to life 
expectancy. Instead of living 
on as little as possible, the 
idea is to live as well as 
possible, in the time remain- 
ing. 


All these new thoughts on 


the economics of retirement 
shouldn't be filed away un- 
til you've reached senior cit- 
izen status. To the extent 
that they make sense to any- 
one, 
they'll influence 
the 


kind of assets aimed at in 
planning for the accumula- 
tion of retirement funds. 


If you think you're going 


to want optimum liquidity at 
some future date, that will, 
or should, influence the deci- 
sions you make as you go 
along 
about 
what 
you're 


building 
up. Whether you 


can spend it, eventually, will 
depend to a considerable ex- 
tent on the mix your earn- 
ings have produced — equi- 
ties, a pension plan, real 
estate, annuities, your own 
little antique shop, or what- 
ever.

He wears two 
special pieces of equipment a 
crash helmet and a big red sign 
saying "Blind Skier." 


The 20-year-old Sacramento 


college student aims his skies 
according to directions shouted 
by a friend: "90 degrees left, 45 
degrees right, now ride her 
out." 


"That bright sign helps a 


lot," Swinney said in an inter- 
view. "People get out of the 
way. And if I do hit them, they 
don't get mad." 


Swinney's ski group, organ- 


ized by the San Juan Unified 
School District here, took its 
first blind pupil to the slopes 
five years ago. 


This year about 20 blind per- 


sons and about 20 deaf persons 
are participating in the pro- 
gram, along with 1,500 other 
youths. 


Swinney took his first lesson 


in 1968. After mastering the 
snowplow turn and advancing 
into the stem turn, he is now 
trying to sell skiing to others 
who are blind. 


A teacher once tried to dis- 


suade Swinney because skiing 
involves body movements diffi- 
cult for blind persons to imi- 
tate. 


"I thought it would be much 


harder," said the youth. "Now, 
when I'm going good, I really 
don't worry about a thing. I 
just follow the instructions of 
my buddy or teacher, who skis 
behind, in front or alongside."
